FLEES FROM CROWD IN CAR. 


New York, March 22.—[Special. }]—Florence 
Burns, who for five weeks has been under 
arrest, accused of the murder of Walter 
T. Brooks in the Glen Island Hotel on the 
night of Feb. 14, was discharged from cus- 
tody today by Justice Mayer. The Justice 
decided the prosecution had not made out a 
case against the girl. 

Justice Mayer went into a long and ex- 
baustive review of the case. By the time 
he was ready to announce his conclusion 
the spectators, who had crowded the court- 
room for almost seven hours, were worked 
up to a fine pitch. The Justice finally de- 
clared the only thing brought ‘forward by 
the prosecution to connect the girl definitely 
with the crime was the identitication of the 
negro bell boy, George Washington; that he 
did not regard that identification as worthy 
of much consideration, and that he would, 
ra ae discharge the prisoner from cus- 

y 


Wild Applause Follows Verdict. 
Then there was a wild outburst of ap- 
Plause in the courtroom. Women jumped 
up and waved their hands. A score of them 
rushed forward and would have hugged the 
defendant had not the court officers sur- 
rounded her and forced them back. Men 
showed their approval of the decision by 
shouting, clapping their hands, and tossing 
their hats in the air. It was with the ut- 
most difficulty that order was restored in 
the courtroom. 7 
After the Justice had left the bench it took 
the court Officers half an hour to clear the 
room. No one wanted to go away until the 
Burns girl had left, and in the crowded con- 
dition of the courtroom it was impossible to 
remove her, | 
By hard work the police finally managed 
to get everybody out of the room. Then

Murdered Man’s Father Affected. 

One of the few who managed to stay in the 
courtroom after the doors had been locked 
on the crowd was Thomas M. Brooks, father 
of the murdered man. When the verdict was 
announced Mr. Brooks jumped to h‘s feet and 
turned pale. He seemed unable to grasp the 
situation. From the first he has been con- 
vinced that Florence Burns was the mur- 
derer of his only son, and the sight of her 
going free was too much forhim. He passed 
his hand over his forehead several times 
and seemed about to fall. A court officer 
caught him and induced him to sit down 
again. 

When Florence Burns passed out of the 
courtroom Mr. Brooks looked at her stead- 
ily. He followed her with his eyes until she 
had passed out of the room and the door had 
the street and boarded a car. He declined to 
make a statement. 


Girl Shows No 


‘When Florence Burns heard Justice Mayer 
gay she was free she betrayed no more emo- 
tion than she has at any time during the ex- 
amination. She went right on fanning her- 
self as if nothing unusual had happened, but 
she smiied slightly at the outburst of ap- 
plause. 

Ruth Dunn, the girl to whom Brooks ‘s 
said to have been engaged and because of 
whom, it is alleged, he was to break off his 
relations with Florence Burns on the night 
he was murdered, broke down and cried. 


Receives Many Congratulations.

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LIVED HER LIFE AS A WAN 


DEATH REVEALS WOMAN’S SE- 


CRET AT CANANDAIGUA, N. Y. 


“Mr. William C. Howard,” After Liv- 
ing for Many Years asa“ Husband ” 
and “Father,” Dies—Family Re- 
fuses to Permit Undertaker to Per- 
form Customary Offices, and Hints 

ef a Crime Brought About'an Inves- 
tigation, Which Leads to Discovery. 


Canandaigua, N. Y., March 22.—[Special.] 
—History fails to record a stranger case of 
deceit in sex than that which came to light 
here today when it was proven beyond dis- 
pute that “ Wiliam C. Howard,” for years 
the “ husband ” of Mrs. Dwyer Howard, and 
supposed to be the father of the latter's two 
children, was a woman. 

For years “‘ William C, Howard" has en- 
acted the role of the male member and head 
of the family of Howards, living on a pros- 
perous farm, and conspicuous in country life 
in this vicinity. For years “Mr. Howard” 
had worn male attire, has dug in the fields 
as a man, had been prominent |n male com- 
pany in the town etreets. For years “he” 
had been “ father” to children supposed to 
have been “his,” and “husband” to the 
woman with whom “he” lived. ‘ It devel- 
oped tonight that the children were adopted. 


Death Reveals the Secret. 


Yet today it is known that *‘ Mr. Howard ”’ 
was a2 woman, who through some strange 
perversity of nature chose to appear to the 
world as man. She died on Wednesday. 
She was buried today. Suspicion was 
aroused by the refusal of the members of the 
family to allow the undertakers the cus- 
tomary liberty in preparing the body for 
burial. “‘ Mr.”” Howard had kept her secret 
through life. The woman with whom she 
lived proposed that the secret should not be 


‘known after death. 


It became hinted that the secrecy regard- 
ing the death and disposal of the body was 
a matter for the Coroner toinvestigate. Un- 
natural death was intimated. 


Paradox in Burial Record. 


Diligeng search developed the truth and 
wrung frpm the unwilling ‘“ widow ” an ad- 
mission t her “ husband ” had been only } 
a woman. These are the paradoxical words 
written in the entry of the record of burial: 

Wns wig C. Howard, Age, 50. Sex, fe- 
male.”’ 

The “ gouple’’ came into this vicinity two 
years ago and settled as man and wife. 
Their retiring disposition led them to take 

a farm, They lived on the main road be- 
Canandaigua and Chapinsville, two 
miles east of the village. — 


Began When a Girl. 


The statement is made that, though the 
family Had known of the strange predilec- 
tion of the deceased for years, they had been 
unable to induce her to array herself in 
proper garb for a member of her sex. It is 
also said that she first donned male attire 
when a girl on her father’s farm, and took 
up masculine occupation, taking care of the 
horses and cattle and doing*:chores. She 
grew up that way, and finally ‘the family 
ceased to remonstrate with her, growing ac- 
customed to seeing her in man’s company,

FIGHT IS ON BEHALF OF ALL. 


Citizens of the south half of Austin agreed 
last pight to take up the street car transfer 
question in a body tomorrow or Tuesday 
evening, and in doing so will start a battle in 
behalf of all the people of Chicago who have 
been forced to pay double fares for continu- 
ous rides to and from the down-town district. 

The Austin plan is to form a phalanx 
twenty-five to fifty strong; they will ride 
back and forth on the Madison street lines 
and demand transfers from the trolley to the 
cable. 

If these demands, based on court decision, 
are refused, as it is expected they will 
be, the aggressive Austin citizens will 
refuse to pay fares on the connecting 
lines and thus force the conductors to put 
them off. Then they will take the next car 
back and repeat the program. This will be 
done several times during the evening, and 
some night later'in the week the perform- 
ance will be repeated. 

An interval of a few days will pass and a 
third night will be devoted to baiting the 
street cars, 

People of Irving Park, Bowmanville, Jef- 
ferson, and other suburban districts will 
watch these heroic measures with deep in- 
terest. 

Many Promise to Take Part. 

More than a score of members of the South 
End Austin Improvement club, under the 
leadership of W. EB. Golden, have signified 
their intention of taking part in this amuse- 
ment for as many nights as are necessary, 
and it is expected that fully fifty men _ 
turn out on the first occasion. 

The number and name of the conductor, the 
number of the car, the exact time, and the 
name of the company operating the car will 
be carefully taken down in each case. When 
enough data have been secured the matter 
will be taken into court and the two traction 
companies sued for damages. If. yiolent 


suits for personal damages also will be filed. 
The initial test will probably come from 
Alderman Frank L. Race, who applied the 
test on the line last Thursday afternoon and 
was promptly ejected upon refusal to pay a 
second fare. It is the intention to flood both 
companies with suits with the hope that the 
officers will come to terms and obey the de- 
cision handed down by Judge Ball on last 
Wednesday, in which he held that the Union 
and Consolidated Traction companies must 
grant transfers from one to the other. 


Question to Affect Election. 

So incensed are the residents of that part 
of Austin lying’ in the city limits that the 
question has taken a prominent part in the 
politics of the Thirty-fifth Ward. Alderrfian 
Race has been identified with the movement 
from the start, but the members of the South 
End Improvement club say that Alderman 
Hunter has been apathetic toward their in- 
terests, not only in the traction question, but 
in other things. 

E. F. Abbott and John P. Ready last week 
called upon Secretary Fisher of the Munici- 
pal Voters’ league and asked that the league 


. withhold its indorsement of Alderman Hunt- 


er, who is a candidate for re#lection this 
spring. Their charge was that the Alderman 
was “ tde friendly to the public service cor- 
porations.”’ 

Secretary Fisher replied that Mr. Hunter 
had some good recommendations, and asked 
Mr. Abbott and Mr. Ready to take the mat- 
ter up with the Alderman first. A hearing 
was set for Wednesday or Thursday, andthe 
grievances of the people of Austin wil! be 
given a thorough airing at the time. 


Austin People All Angry. 

The refusal of the street car companies to 
obey the mandate of Judge Ball has brought 
nearly every resident of the affected district 
in Austin to the fighting point. Hardly a 
street car starts from the West Fortieth 
avenue barns but a half dozen passengers 
bring up the question of transfers, and insist 
on a lengthy argument with the conductor. 
The conductors have developed a pronounced 
sullenness which appears trans- 
fers are mentioned. 

Back of all this movement stands Winton: 
tion Counsel Walker, who won the fight be- 
fore Judge Ball. The course to be pursued 
is similar to that taken in the original suits. 
Mr. Walker has advised that persons ejected 
from the cars have a good claim for dam- 
ages, and the suits may be rolled up in large 
numbers. Eventually they will be appealed, 
it is thought, by the street car companies, 
end will be fought out in the higher courts. 

Golden Tells of His Plans. 

“When Counsel Guriey for the traction 
companies declared the other day that the 
companies were willing to issue tranefers 
from the North to the West Side lines, but 
not between the-Consolidated company’s 
lines and the Union Traction company’s cars, 
we took the matter up with Mr. Walker and 
told him at once that we would not submit to 
any such arrangement,” said Mr. Golden last 
evening. “Mr. Walker assured us that the 
city would take our stand, and gave us ad- 
vice which we are now about to follow. We 
propose to let the traction companies under- 
stand that we have suffered this injustice too 
long, and we propose to make a persistent 
anda active fight for our righte. There is a 
general feeling among the residents of this 
part of the Thirty-fifth Ward, and I look for 

geome interesting developments next week.

GUILTY OF GIRLS DEATH 


JAMES WILCOX CONVICTED OF 
MURDER OF NELLIE CROPSEY. 


Former Sweetheart of Young Girl Who 
Disappeared So Strangely from Her 
Father’s Home on the Night of Nov. 
20 Last Declared to Have Caused 
Her Death—Judge Sentences Him to 
Be Hanged on April 25—Receives 
Verdict with Indifference. 


Elizabeth City, N. C., March 22.—[Special. ] 
—James Wilcox was tonight found guilty of 
the murder of Nellie Cropsey. The jury, 
after having been out thirty hours, brought 
in a verdict of guilty in the first degree. 
The prisoner heard the verdict without ap- 
parent emotion and maintained a stolid de- 
meanor when, a few moments later, he was 
sentenced to die on April 25. 

It is almost certain that had Wilcox been 
acquitted he would have been lynched, as 
he was convicted by public sentiment almost 
from the hour the girl disappeared. 


Sentenced to Hang on April 25. 

When the verdict had been received Judge 
Jones said: 

** It is sadder for me than you, Mr. Wilcox. 
The jury found the facts; I gave the law. 
You have had a fairtrial. Part of the pub- 
lic were a to give it to you. Iam in- 
formed that Ke movement in the courthouse 
here on Friday, when a crowd marched out, 
was prearranged. I hope such was not the 
case. If it was true, and the offenders were 
brought before me, I would send every man, 
woman, and child to jail for contempt. If 
the move were for a purpose, it was a dis- 
grace to the fair name of thecounty. I hope 
it did not influence you, gentlemen, in the 
least. 

“ The judgment of the court is that the 
prisoner be removed to jail and be hanged 
dead by the neck on April 25.”’ 

The attorneys for Wilcox will appeal to 
the Supreme Court. 


Story of the Crime. 
Willcox Is the son of ex-Sheriff Thomas P. 
Willcox of this town. He went to the home 


Pot H. Cropsey, a well-to-do man of 


this place, on the night of Nov. 20 last tocall. 
on Miss Nellie Cropsey, to whom he had 
played the devoted lover since 1898. When 
he arrived the family were in the sitting- 
room.. Roy Crawford was there calling on 
Miss Olive, a sister of Miss Nellie. 

Soon. after 9 o'clock the members of the 
household, except the two sisters and Miss 
Carrie Cropsey, a New York cousin, retired. 
At 10:30 o'clock Miss Carrie went to her 
room, leaving the two young men, Crawford 
and Wilcox, with Olive and Nellie. 

Wilcox and Nellie Cropsey had been quar- 
reling for a month or more. They were not 
on speaking terms. The girl had refused the 
day before to accept fruit bought by Wilcox. 
He had been paying special attention to her 
cousin Carrie for a week or two. 

Last, Seen of Her Alive. 

Without having said anything to the girl 
during the evening, Wilcox rose at 11:04, 
rolled a cigaret, put on his hat, and asked 
Nellie if she would not speak to him in the 
hall. She said nothing, but went. The door 
was closed behind them. The girl was never 
seen alive again by any one except Wilcox. 
Her body was found thirty-seven days later 
in the Pasquotank. River, not more than 100 
yards from the house. 

Miss Alice Cropsey bade her caller good- 
night and went to her room at 11:30. Not 
finding her sister there she concluded that 
she and Wilcox had made up and were in 
the parlor across the hall talking. However, 
when she had retired and had a short nap she 
missed the girl and gave an alarm. The en- 
tire family was soon up and searching every- 
where. The efforts were in vain. 


Wilcox Feigns Ignorance. 

Later Wilcox was seen, and he declared 
that he knew nothing of the young woman 
further than that he left hér on the porch 
crying at 11 o’clock. He was only a short 
distance from the Cropsey house at 11:45. 

Wilcox says he returned a picture and a 
parasol that had been given to him and 
started home at once. The girl, crying, said 
she knew what that meant. “That was the 
last he saw of her. 

When the body of the girl was examined 
by three physicians the day it was found 
they discovered and opened a contusion on 
the left temple. It contained a dark, flowy 
fluid, and the physicians held that it was 
caused by a blow and the blow killed the 
girl. The membrane of the bone under the 
place was discolored and all the usual symp- 
toms of drowning were absent.

LONDON, March 22.—An important arctic 
expedition under Captain Amundson, a Nor- 
wegian, will start out next spring with the

Captain Amundson was the first officer of 
the Belgica, in Gerlache’s antartic expedi- 
of 1897-09. After his return he con- 
geulted Professor Neumayer of Hamburg, 
the greatest authority on terrestrial magnet- 
ism, who declared that expert determination 
of the earth's magnetic north pole would be 


After studying with Professor Neumayer, 
Captain Amundson has purchased the whaler 
Gijoa, reputed to be one of the strongest and 
best of the arctic fleet. The vessel can be han- 
dled by a crew of seven.

There was no attempt at violence, but the 
laboring men enjoyed the dilemma of the 
trainmen. 

At the afternoon mass-meeting President 
Van Horn of the Indiana Miners presided 
and@ “ Mother"’ Jones, wha had come from 
West Virginia to attend the meeting, was the 
principal speaker. Meetings were held to- 
night at the courthouse and speeches were 
made by Mother" Jones, President Van 
Horn, C. C. Pratt of the Street Railway Em- 
ployés’ National Executive committee, and 
others. The advice of all speakers was to 
maintain the boycott as the only way to 
reach the Eastern capitalists who own the 
property. 

Trainmen on several interurban cars re- 
port that shots were fired as their cars passed 
Seeleyville, but that the cars were not struck. 
The belief is that the shooting is done to 
deter people from riding on the cars. 


Miners Adjourn to Wednesday. 

The Indiana miners held a secret meeting 
this morning to discuss the adjournment of 
the join conference with operators, and, 
while some of the delegates said their con- 
stituents had instructed them not to consent 
to an adjournment into a fourth week of 
conference, it was finally decided to return 
to the city next Wednesday, the leaders say- 
ing that there was good prospect of redch- 
ing an agreement at one more day’s session 
of the joint conference.

The trou- 
ble is also likely to affect the bartenders of 
this and other cities. The 1,500 brewery 
workmen have requested the master brew- 


} ers to grant them an eight-hour work day 


on April 1 ‘without a reduction of wages. 
The firemen employed in the breweries have 
asked for 40 cents an hour overtime, and 
that Sunday and holiday work shall be paid 
as overtime. —

Wulff’s Circular Reform.

ROW IN THE REFERENDUM 


SPLIT COMES ON ISSUE OF MU- 
NICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 


League Leaders Fall Out and Bitter 
Words Are Used, the Municipal Vot- 
ers’ Organization Being Criticised 
Harskhly — Trouble Begins When 

Breen Insists That a Definite Stand 
Be Taken — Others Threaten to 
Leave and Talk of Disruption. 


A wordy war, in which personalities were 
frequent, marked the meeting of the Ref- 
erendum league last night. Several of the 
members threatened to withdraw from the 
organization and declared that the league 
already had become disrupted. 

The fight came on the question of whether 

the Referendum league should stand as a 
body for municipal ownership. The question 
was brought up by the Vice President,, W. P. 
Breen, who stated that the league already 
had appointed a committee to prepare reso- 
lutions stating that the Referendum league 
denied any connection with the Municipal 
Voters’ league. This was because the 
Referendum league stood for municipal 
ownership, while the Municipal Voters’ 
league is ‘*‘ working for the extension of the 
franchises.”’ 
Mr. Breen said the Referendum league 
put itself on record as favoring municipal 
ownership when it instructed the committee 
to prepare those resolutions. 


Attacks the Voters’ League. 


* Don’t stultify your actions in the past 
by repudiating them now,” he pleaded. “It 
has been said of us that we are working in 
conjunction with that self-constituted body 
of pharisees, the Municipal Voters’ league, 
and we qught to come out and show the peo- 
ple that we have no connection with that 
rotten body, but are working along entirely 
aiifferent lines and for real reform.”’ 

W. J. Strong declared that municipal own- 
ership was favored by most of the persons 
who signed the league's big petition. ‘That's 
why they signed it,’’ he averred. 


Cruice Opposes the Idea. 

President Daniel Cruice, Thomas McEl- 
lNgott, and others denied that the Referen- 
dum league was formed for the purpose of 
pushing legislation for municipal ownership. 
President Cruice said that as he was one 
of the original formers of the league, he 
could state that its objects were to get the 
questions before the people. 

Mr. McElligott said the adoption of such 
a report would only serve to arouse the 
enmity of the Municipal Voters’ league, and 
Breen replied that he would welcome a 
fight with ‘‘ those reformers.”’ 

The chair had trouble keeping order, but 
finally a vote was taken, which resulted in 
the defeat of the municipal ownership party 
by 26 to 22. The meeting then broke up in 
| row. 


Substance of the Appeal. 


The ‘‘ appeal to the voters of Chicago”’ 
which was framed up for indorsement before 
the trouble broke in the league, intimates 
first that the citizen who failsto take a stand 
for or against the referendum “ may justly 
be classed with the criminal citizen who sells 
his vote to the highest bidder.

HAMSTERS OUT IN FORCE 


DEMONSTRATION TO BE TO- 
DAY TO SHOW POWE 


Many Meetings Will Be Held Down- 
Town to Prove to Other Labor Or- 
ganizations That They Can Care for 
Themselves—General Strike at M. A. 
Donohue & Co.’s Reported Probable 


Within a Few Days—Interested | 


Unions Open Headquarters, 


The teamsters are preparing for a demon- 
stration today to convince local labor or- 
ganizations that they are strong enough to 
take care of themselves. Numerous meet- 
ings will be held in the heart of the city 
with a hope of convincing the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor that it cannot afford to un- 
seat the fifty-seven delegates, representing 
the teamsters in that body. 

The battle between the teamsters and 


‘delegates, who are fighting for the Team 


Drivers’ International union, from which 
the local teamsters seceded, is expected to 
be bitter. Secretary Frank Morrison of the 
American Federation of Labor sent out cir- 
culars denouncing President Young and his 
followers for seceding, and at the next meet- 
ing delegates who will speak forthe Amer- 
ican federation will demand that the team- 
sters be unseated. It is in anticipation of 
this controversy that the teamsters are 
pushing their work of organization. 

‘** We want to show these péople that our 
organization is one not to be everlooked,”’ 
said President Young. ‘‘I believe we have 
more members than the Team Drivers’ In- 
ternational union, although we have been 
in existence less than six months.” 


Will Fill Labor Headquarters. 

The express, truck drivers, ice wagon 
drivers, and coal teamsters will meet at 187 
Washington street today. These four unions 
have a membership of more than7,000. They 
will have all the old labor headquarters to 
themselves during the afternoon. Even 
then they say there will not be enough floor 
space. At the meeting two weeks ago more 
men filed up the worn stairs to meetings of 
two teamsters organizations than had been 
in the building since the uneasy days prior 
to the building trades lockout of 1900, when 
the Building Trades council, with its boast- 
ed membership of 34,000, held forth there. 

While the teamsters are filling the head- 
quarters of labor the Van Teamsters will 
be gathering at 198 Madison street, the 
Commission Drivers at Kinzie and Wells. 
streets, and at 79 Randolph street there will 


be an assembly of the laundry drivers to form | 


a union which will affiliate with the Team- 
sters. 

The general strike at M. A. Donohue & 
Co.’s by the Typographical, Pressmen’s, 
Press Feeders’, and Bookbinders’ unions may 
begin early next week. The employés have 
established headquarters at 392 Dearborn 
street, which will be the center of the agita- 
tion against the firm should a general strike 
be declared. 

-Last night officers of the Pressmen’s and 
Typographical unions declared that in all 
probability the strike would soon occur, but 
professed to be ignorant of the date. The 
decision to begin active agitation tending 
toward a strike against the company was 
reached by the Executive committee of the 


-allied trades when fifteen workmen were 


discharged last Friday.

Circulars are being distributed by the 
Brewers and Malisters’ union charging Pres- 
ident George Lighthall of the International 
Union of Steam Engineers and President 
Joseph W. Morton of the International Union 
of Stationary Engineers, with conspiracy to 
wreck the labor movement.

PARIS AUTO SLAYS A PORT 


WOMAN ALSO IS KILLED AND 14 
INJURED IN TEN DAYS. 


Fatal Work of Careless Drivers 
: Arouses the Press and Demands Are 
Made for Strict Enforcement of the 
Laws—Death of Quellien in Street 
. Accident Brings Severe Criticism 
and Governpent Ie Urged to Keep 
Horseless Carriages Out of the City.

PARIS, March 22.—Two killedand fourteen 
wounded is the casualty list, as nearly as 
can be agcertained, of the automobile record 
in the last ten days.

| Quellien, the poet whose songs of primitive 
Brittany in the Celtic language have earned 
for him a reputation similar to that enjoyed 
by Mistral as the bard of Provence, was 


buried yesterday. His funeral was attended | 


by a delegation of literary men and members 
of the French Academy. 

The death of Quellien, who was struck and 
crushed to pieces while walking across the 
Boulevard Port Royal by an auto going at 
over the regulation speed, has aroused wide- 
spread indignation. Soleil today, in a lead- 
ing article, declares a new disease has 
broken out in Paris known as the “ speed 
insanity,’’ and urges the Legislature either 
to stop the use of the automobile in Paris 
altogether or else to see to it that the city 
ordinances are strictly observed. | 


. Offenders Give Odd. Excuse. 
Boleil complains that almost invariably 
the offenders, while admitting that they were 
going at illegal speed, pretend to excuse 
themselves by saying that they sounded 
their warning horn, which, in 6oleil’s opin- 
ion, ds adding insult to injury. 

The owner and driver of the automobile 
which killed the Breton poet is M. Agamem- 
non Schliemann, a son of the famous Trojan 
excavator, and as may well be imagined 
the Parisian press finds in this ultra-modern 
car of Agamemnon a fertile source of ironic 
banter, more likely to annoy the now dis- 
consolate author of the homicide than any 
measures which the French tribunals are 
likely to impose.

Score Man Blamed for Tragedy. 

Alogether M. Agamemnon Schliemann is 
having an extremely lively half. hour of it 
at the hands of the French journalists, and 
the outlook is that this tragic accident will 
do more than anytiffhg else to make these 
motormen suffering from an acute phase of 
the epidemic of “speed insanity” realize 
that the Paris streets cannot be treated as 
conquered territory. 

This fatal.case possesses all the literary 
and theatrical elements that impress the 
Parisian public mor. than if the victim, as 
well as the author of the homicide, belonged 
to the mere commonplace herd of everyday 
mortals. 

Another victim was the Vicomtesse de 
Balincourt, who resided in Paris but who had 
gone On a visit to friends in Lorraine. She 
was driving in an auto owned by a relative 
of the Baroness de Gargan near the German 
frontier. The car was guided by a profes- 
sional mechanic and was going at over the 
regulation speed when it collided with a 
cart which unexpectedly appeared at a bend 
of ‘the road. The car was overturned and 
Mme. de Balincourt was frightfully crushed 
by the automobile falling upon her chest. 
She died in fifteen minutes without iat ts 
consciousness.

The London snuff ‘anaes do not report any 
noticeable increase or new sales. The man- 
ager of the largest enuff factory in London 
says:

There is a tendency recently 
in an upward direction, but I am afraid that 
snuff taking is a dying habit. 
the decline to the advent of the white hand- 
kerchief. In the days of the yellow and 
red bandanas the snuff did not show, but 
nowadays it is mostly old men who use snuff 
frequently. 

“T hear from dealers who do not want 
more supplies as their old men customers 
have died. Otherwise the people who work 
in places where they cannot smoke often 
carry snuff, such as compositors, ani also 
in many factories. 

“ Outside of ‘the snuff takers indicated 
above; snuff is often seen in ‘England. in 
clubs arid saloon bars. What slight increase 
has been noticed in carrying of snuff boxes 
has ‘been attributed to the influenza epi- 
demic, snuff being recommended to effect 
the same purpose for which it retains its 
piace in salons, and often on the dining 
table of the old-fashioned public banquets— 
namely, to clear the head.”

The Parisian journalist 
declares that it would have been no exag- 
geration had Prince Henry cabled from New 
York to his imperial brother Julius Cesar’s 
message to the Roman Senate, “I came, I 
saw, I conquered.” 

‘‘The journey, from beginning to end,” 
says Le Roux,. “ surpassed all the most op- 
timistic observer could have wished for.”

When the 
late Lord Dufferin was Am- 
bassador to France, the lat- 
ter country was brought 
almost to the verge of war 
with England by the publi- 
cation in certain Parisian 
newspapers of alleged con- 
fidentiaL English govern- 
ment dispatches bearing the 
signatures of the Marquis 
and of the late Sir Thomas 
Villiers Lister, then Under 
Secretary of State of the 
London Foreign office, ex- 
pressing the most unfriendly 
and. contemptuous senti- 
ments with regard to France 
and indicating that Lord Dufferin was ac- 
tively engaged in promoting a-campaign in 
the French press against the French Cabi- 
net of the day. 

Upon investigation it was discovered that 
a discharged French employé of Lord Duf- 
ferin’s household had availed himself of the 
access which he enjoyed for a time to the 
waste paper baSket of the Ambassador, to 
obtain fragments of letters which the envoy 
received and also of those which he wrote, 
thanks to which, with the assistance of cer-. 
tain unscrupulous and designing confeder- 
ates, he was able to fabricate memoranda 
and dispdtches which when first published 
facsimile in the Parisian newspapers al- 
most convinced those acquainted with the 
handwriting of Sir Thomias and of Lord Duf- 
ferin that the documents printed were au- 
thentic. 

Neithér the embassy nor the French gov- 
ernment was able to say a word in refuta- 
tion of the charges brought against the two 
English officials in question, and the only 
way in which the French police were even- 
tually able to deal with the matter was by 
inducing one of the newspapers which had 
purchased the forgeries to prosecute crimi- 
nally the perpetrators thereof on charges of 
obtaining money by false pretenses, the 
affair figuring in the anmals of crime under 
the heading of the ** Norton Forgeries.”" In 
spite of the conviction of the criminals, the 
impression that Lord Dufferin had rendered 
himself guilty of precisely the same charges

Now, if 
these gentlemen had taken the precaution 
of writing to Dr. Witte in the third person 
instead of in the first, the man would not be 
today in possession of their signatures. Of 
course it is more difficult.to use the third 
person in German corresponderice than in 
English, but still it can be done, and in this 
particular instance would have been of much 
advantage. For, whereas, when writing in 
the first person the author of the letter, even 
when it is dictated, is bound in common 
courtesy to affix his-signature thereto. This 
necessity is entirely obviated when ‘the mis- 
sive is couched in the third person. In the 
latter case not a stroke of the author’s hand- 
writing need appear. 

An unscrupulous man will not hesitate to

It is not diseéurteous to use the third 
person in corresfPondence. On the contrary, 
it affords the opportunity of being excruciat- 
ingly polite,.which serves to atone for the 
formality of.the phraseology. Thus in Eng- 
land Edward VII., following the example 
of his mother,.the late Queen Victoria, in- 
variably corresponds With his Ministers, and 
with other dignitaries in the third person, as 
for instance: ** The King has received Lord 
Lansdowne’s letter, and suggests that it 
would be well,” etc., while the Min- 
isters in writing to the sovereign make 
a somewhat odd mixture of the-third and 
first person, as when the Secretary of State 
for the Colonles writes: Chamber- 
lain presents his humble duty. to your Ma- 
jesty, and begs leave to submi®,” etc., etc.

I regret to say that this shows for a class or grade aud not individuals, 
Such records should be kept by individuals and sex, and occupation of par- 
ents, in all cities, but they are not. 

The table, however, shows that of a hundred pupils in the second 
grade there will be in the eighth grade fourteen in St. Louts, twenty-six 
in Chicago, and forty-four in Boston, In St. Louis seven will enter -high 
school; in Chicago twelve will enter and three Gnish;, and in Boston twen- 
ty-fixe enter and four finish. 

St. Louis reports that “six thousand of our boys and girls every year 
stop going to schoo] with the grammar course of study only about half fin- 
ished.” In answering the question as to why they do not attend high 
s@tiool, the President of ‘the St. Louis Board of Education says the parents 


find ‘the school is too far off—too costly in books, in dress, and car fare, — 


and not sufficiently practical in its course of study.” The parent whose 
average daily wage is $2 pays 5 per cent of his gross earnings in street car 
fare simply going to and from his own work. If he sends a boy or girl to 
a high school not in walking distance (and usually high schools are built 
in those sections of Gities where high wealth rate and low birth rate ecom- 
pel the school to draw from a distance) this amounts to a 5 per cent cut 
in the earnings available for living purposes. If he sends two it is a 10 
per cent cut, and this besides the books he must buy, the extra expense for 
lunches and clothes, besides the loss of what the child could earn. 

Under these circumstances has not the parent a right to ask what the 
practical benefit is to be, and to have his question answered? It is quite 
apparent that parents will answer the question for themselves if school 
boards do not see fit to do so, and that that answer will be expressed in 
the school attendance and the factory inspector's reports. St. Louis, with 
schools admittedly the least practical, shows the greatest loss, while Bos- 


-ton, with her free text books, and special school rates on suburban trains 


and street car lines, and fairly practical school course, shows the least foss. 
School attendance was increased in Boston about 12 per:cent by the mere 
introduction of free text books, showing how far poverty Influences the 
intelligence or ignorance of a generation even in our day. A great many

The immediate doubling of the high 
school attendance in Kansas City, resulting from the establishment of a 
manual training school, and the enormous enrollment in the Chicago Eng- 
lish High year after year prove this. 

And here is where the connection between child labor in factories and 
the character of the schools comes in. The eleventh biennial report of the 
Illinois Bureau of Labor Statistics (1901) contains some pertinent state- 
ments upon this phase of the sybject. It says: 

“One important thing to trades unionism is the prevention of child 
labor, and no force at public disposal today is so great a preventive of 
child labor as the manual training school. Of nearly five hundred boys 
in the English High and Manual Training School in Chicago, over 90 per 
cent, it is stated, would have left the grammar schools at 14 years of age 
for the factory or the store had there been no manual training high school 
to attend. The parents and the boys realize that the three years spent at 
the school will give a training worth more in money than the boy can earn 
in three years, and he is kept in school.” 

Again the same report says: 

“ Parents realizing that employers will insist that the boy ‘start at the 
bottom ’ in any industry when he has graduated from the school decide that 
he must begin to gain the industrial experience which will increase his 
wages at as early an age as possible rather than to continue in school to 
learn the things which they feel will never be of real use to him. Thus the 
employers of labor and the parents, poor or only moderately able to pro- 


“ vide’ for their children, pass an opinion, expressed in action rather than 


words, mpon the one-sidedness of our present schools, Child labor in the 
factories and workshops, with all its horrors, has been forced upon us, and 
is today tolerated largely because it is the only present source of an indus- 
trial training’ that ought to be provided in the public scnools. Manual 
training supplies, this industrial experience and is recognized by most em- 
ployers.of labor. ‘It supplies it as education and not as a task; it develops 
the child instead of crushing or stunting it as factory labor would do; it 
teaches the principles and uses of all tools instead of the mechanical act of 
feeding one machine, and at the same time gives the boy the higher aca- 
demic learning, and teaches him how to use it. As the kindergarten puts 
the children to school three years earlier, the manual training high school 


keeps them there three or four years longer than most of them would other- 
wise be allowed to remain.

After all has been done that can be done to inate our ashi schools 
provide a practical and only true education, and after school-éhild street 
car rates and free text books have lessened the fifancial load as much as 
possible, there will gtill be too large a number who cannot secure a main- 


tenance without the positive labor and earning power of children who ~ 


ought to be in school. All child labor and factory inspection and compul- 
sory education laws must and do in one way or another recognize this. It 
is absolutely useless to pass a law ordering people to starve to death. 

For instance, the factory and child labor laws of Wisconsin specifically 
recognize dire necessity as a valid.excuse for granting permission to vio- 
late the law.

‘not sold directly by the man who has begged 


it to the man who stands in need of it, butis 
disposed of through a middle man who lives 
at the house—a man who does no begging 
himself—but makes a good living by selling 
to other men in'the house, or occasionally to 
second-hand dealers outside, the garments 
brought in by the beggars. When clothing 
is sold outside the house the middle man, 
who perhaps lacks the ability or willingness 
to attend to that branch of his business, em- 
ploys some hustling young fellow to whom 
he pays a commission upon his sales. 

So far as can be learned, this business of 
selling begged clothing in the lodging-houses 
began in the winter following the World’s 
Fair, when it was first taken up at the “ Lib- 
erty Bell,” an old lodging-house on the West 
Side, which has now gone out of existence. 
Here hundreds of men used to come both to 
buy and sell garments, and counters anda 
showcase became necessary adjuncts for the 
man who had it in charge. 

The business on the South Side was begun 
in a certain lodging-house, in which a mid- 
dle man still does a thriving business. 

A cripple known as ‘“ Sticks,’’ who later 
took in a partner nicknamed “ Slim,”’ was 
the founder. The arrangement made with 
the keeper of the house was that the firm 
should pay a dollar a week to the house for 
the *‘ concession,”’ in addition to the dollar 
apiece each week for their own rooms. All 
went well and the business prospered until 
one night when “ Sticks”’ and “ Slim" be-

GERMAN OFFICERS 
CRUEL TO SOLDIERS 


Tortures Devised to. Punish Trifling 
| 4 | Offenses of Privates in the 
| Kaiser’s Army, 


HE debates in the German Reichstag 
on the military estimates give the 
Social Democrats an opportunity of 
again bringing before the House the 


subject of the ill-treatment of soldiers. | 


The cases disclosed by Herren Bebel and 
Kunert, supposing that they can be authen- 
ticated, cast a glaring light upon the condi- 


tion of things existing in this military state. [ 


. Herr Bebel made the following statement: 
A non-commissioned officer at Breslau on a 
certain Sunday morning tore the buttons 
off a private’s coat, and made him stand in 


bathing«dra*vers while he beat him on the | 
“his trousers. He then cut the | 


head wit 
hs of his clothes till they were in pieces, 
and ordered him to sew them up again and 
to dress in full marching order. Later he 
again cut his clothes and made him sew 
them-up a second time. This fellow was 
‘finally found guilty of sixty-three cases of 
ill-treatment. In cases he had boxed 
men’s ears or struck them with the flat of 
-. his sword. For all this he received only 
nine months’ fmprisonment and. d 
tion. 
— In another case an officer who had caused 
| a soldier’s death by ill-treatment received 
 &§ only one year and seven months’ imprison- 
ment with degradation. In yet another case, 
at Stettin, a issioned officer was 
charged with ninety-seven cases of ill-treat- 
ment. He was degraded and sent to prison 
for eight months—a comparatively light pun- 
ishment. 
At Oldenburg a non-commissioned officer 
was proved to have committed 100 cases of 

4 assault, etc. He ordered corporals to throw 

- themselves down on the grass and to eat it 

| like cattle. It is almost incredible that the 

men obeyed, but had they not done so they 
would have been severely punished for in- 

subordination. 

4 A private in a rifie battalion appeared un- 

3 shaven. His non-commissioned officer 
shouted at him: .“ You pig, I'll shave you.” 

4 . He took his penknife out of his pocket and 

 * tore and pinched off the hair. While this was 

‘ going on a sergeant cameinandsaid: “ You 
must do as I did.” He proceeded to light a 
match and then held it burning under the 
man’s chin and cheeks. A Captain received 
three months’ detention in a fortress for 
eixty-three cases of ill-treatment, one of 
them being a grossly immoral offense. Such 
crimes in the army are exceedingly leniently 
: treated, and when superior officers are con- 
Zz cerned they are generally pardoned. 

- The Socialist member Kunert mentioned 
two cases in which two soldiers met their 
deaths in consequence of ill-treatment while 
bathing. One man was held under water for 
a long time and was hurt in such a way that 
he took the first opportunity to commit sui- 
cide. A man ina fusilier regiment was killed 
by, blows on the breast with the butt end of 
a rifie. It was undoubtedly a case of man- 
slaughter. The case may be remembered of 

_ Captain Count Stolberg-Wernigerode, who 

first insulted a sergeant with the basest of 
invectives, then boxed his ears, and finally 
Stabbed him. The army doctors re y 
| report that ill treatment has nothing to do 
‘with such deaths. | 

Indiscipline on the part of privates is pun- 
ished differently from that of the non-com- 
missioned officer. If! a soldier ill-treats a 
horse he is sentenced to nine months’ in- 
prisonment. _A non-commissioned officer 
who gave a soldier two boxes on the ear 
got twelve days, under arrest. A. man; who 
had scratched on his chair the words, ‘“‘ Long 
live work, freedom, equality, and fraternity!” 
received six months’ imprisonment for mani- 
festing social democratic tendencies. 

The serious excesses of officers are hardly 
punished at all. Prince Wrede, who on 
Christmas night in a rollicking fit went 
through the quiet streets of Bamberg preced- 
ed by the military band, was placed under ar- 
rest for one day. Three reservists, who, in

fifteen years’ hard labor, this, offe being 
more severely punished; as Herr unert

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OTH Queen Isabella and her husband, 
King Francis, are to be in Madrid for 
the celebration of the coming of age 
of their grandson, young King Al- 


capital will evoke many painful memories. 

King Francis has occasionally been at San 
Sebastian to see his grandson, but has not 
visited Madrid, unless I am much mistaken, 
since the day. when he left it in 1868, when 
both he and Queen Isabella were driven from 
the country, their throne overturned, and a 
republic lished in lieu of a monarchy. 

Queen Igabella has been at Madrid several 
times since—that is to say, since the restora- 
tion of the Bourbon dynasty. But on each 
occasion her presence has given rise to trou- 
ble, and every one of her visits has been 
brought to a dsagreeable conclusion by a 
request to leave the kingdom. Indeed; she 
has not been at Madrid once since the death 
of her son, King Alfonso XII., nearly seven- 
teen years ago, and hae been virtually an 
exile and practically barred from visiting 
her native land, to which, im spite of every- 
thing, she remains passionately attached. 
The late King Alfonso, although extremely 
fond of his mother, was keeniy alive to the 
disadvantages of her presence in Spain, and 
among the most painful things of his reign 
was the necessity to which he was subjected 
of informing her that he could not tolerate 
her presence at his court, in his capital, or 
even in his dominions. 


It is not that old Queen Isabella herself 
would plot against the government or em- 
barrass the latter inany way. But she was 
extremely impulsive, thoughtless, and 
amenable to the influences of designing and 
often unscrupulous persons, and while in 
Paris, where she makes her permanent home, 
these influences merely tend to injure her 
reputation, her prestige, and her dignity, 
they would in Spain, where her popularity is 
still great, and far superior to that of the 
Regent, be used against the government, and 
even against the crown, without her being 
aware that she was allowing herself to be 
made an instrument of peril and ou ganic to 
her grandson and to the dynasty to which 
she belongs, 

Then, too, there ts the question of the old 
Queen’s infatuation for unworthy favorites, 
which on several occasions have led to 
painful episodes between her children and 
herself, Some ten or twelve years ago her 
entire household at Paris resigned, and her 
daughter, Princess Eulalia, removed her 
children from the Palais de Castille on ac- 
count of the presence there of an Austrian 
adventurer who had won his way into the 
good graces of Isabella. This was by no 
means the only scandal of the kind, and one 
of the first things that the late King Alfonso 
did on being restored to the throne was to 
cause the arrest of the ex-scullion, Marfori, 
and to ship him off to the Philippines, where 
he remained until he died. It was the pres- 
ence at the court of Madrid of Marfori in 
1868, and the honors lavished upon him by 
Queen Isabella, that contributed in no small 
degree to her deposition and exile. . 


In spite of all this she will be welcomed 
with enthusiasm. when she returns to Ma- 
drid in order to attend the coming of age 
festivities of her grandson, for, with all her 
failings, she has always been intensely pa- 
triotic and far more thoroughly in touch 
with the Spanish people than the estimable 
Queen Regent. The latter has always main- 
tained @ certain degree of reserve, whereas 
Queen Isabella has her life long been dis- 
tinguished for a sort of regal familiarity 
and géniality, as if realizing that no matter 
what she might say or do she could never 


her status as a Queen. She is a wonderful 
old woman, ready to laugh and cry at the 
same moment, saying the first thing that 
comes to her mind regardless of conse- 
quences, and even in her moments of great- 
est abandon always, unconsciously perhaps, 
retains something that renfinds one that she 
has been a aie a for more than half a 
century. 

Whether or ‘not she will be permitted to | 
transfer her abode to Spain after the cele- 
bration next May remains to be seen. She 
has repeatedly entreated that she might be 
permitted to spend the closing years of her 
eventful life in her native land, and as she 
is now considtrably over 70 years of age 
and m broken in health, there are many 
who are of the opinion that her request 
should be complied with. 


But, on the other hand, her continued 
presence at Madrid’ might cause complica- 
tions. She might once more become unwill-. 
ingly and perhaps unwittingly an instru- 
ment of the malcontents, and the position 
of the young King at the termination of the 
regency next May will be critical enough in 
all conscience without creating any new dit- 
ficulties for it. 

Besides, it would not be right to tthe 
old Queen to reside in Spain and t King 
Francis, Yet the latter absolutely declines 
to live with his consort, from whom he hag 
been parted for more than a quarter of a 
century, their relations with one another 
being limited to formal visits, usually accom- 
panied by a luncheon, twice a year. They 
have not a singie taste in common, and it is 
idle to dream of their ever residing once 
more under the same roof.” And yet the 
epectacie which would be presented by the 
aged couple living apart at Madrid in dif- 


ferent quarters of the town would not be 


precisely calculated to enhance the prestige 
of the Spanish court, nor would it constitute 
a wholesome example to the young King, 
who is at the most impressionable age just 
at present, and who, thanks to the devoted 
care of his estimable mother, has been until] 
now shielded from every kind of demoralizing 
influence. 


With all that it is doubtful whether Cicoedi 
Isabella has a single enemy in the real sense 
of the word. Throughout her life she. has 


never even said an unkind word about any 
one, and has always shown herself wonder- 
fully ind nt, forgiving, and royally mag- 
nanimous ‘to those even who had wronged 
her the most cruelly. Of course, she has 
many faults. But they have been due to her 
excessive good nature, to her readiness to be 
swayed by unworthy influence, and by her 
utter lack of moral sense, attributable to the 
terrible surroundings of her childhood and 
girlhood. 

Queen Victoria realized this, and, stern 
moralist though she was, received a few 
years before her death Queen Isabella at 
Windsor Castle in state, welcoming her as 
* sister ’’ and as one who had borne the title 
of Queen even longer than herself, and now 
for over seventy years.

GROWTH OF OUR COUNTRY. 


Progress Made in a Century—Trade 
Now and One Hundred ) 
Years Ago. 


The United States Bureau of Statistics has 
issued an abstract in which the growth of 
the nation in one century is shown. In 1800 
the area of its territory comprised 827,844 
square miles; in 1900, exclusive of Hawaii 
and Alaska, 3,025,600 square miles. In 1800 
the imports were $91,000,000 and the exports 
$71,000,000, imports thus exceeding exports 
$20,000,000. In 1901 imports amounted to 
$823,000,000 and exports to $1,487,000,000, or 
$664,000,000 in excess of imports, The im- 
ports in 1901 were thus nine times and the 
exports twenty-one times as great as those 
of 1800. These figures tell in brief the mar- 
velous territorial and commercial develop- 
ment of the republicin 100 years.

The strength of provisiohs during the 
marked weakness In grains the past wecek 
seemed to require some further explanation 
than the steadiness in hog prices and sup- 
port by the packers. If there were a large 
outside long interest sympathetic liquidation 

would have been in order. But, according to 
several close pit observers, the outsider has 
been deterred by the high prices from buying 
provisions the last few months, and where 
he has taken any part in the market at all, 
has, -as a rule, sold short. 

*On every short corn crop in the last 
forty years,”’ said Harry Champlin; “ the 
bull argument has been that the commercial 
uses for corn have expanded so much from 
the last previous short crop that the con- 
sumption must be greater and higher prices 
justified. That was the familiar argument 
on this crop, and, in addition, it was claimed 
there were more cattle and hogs in the coun- 
-try than ever before. But the added econo- 
mies seem to have fully offset the added 
uses. Farmers never fed shredded corn 
stalks before on a short crop and never fed 
alfalfa to such an extent. 

J. R. Willard has delved into preliminary 
census reports enough to discover. that: 

“ While the agricultural division of the 1900 
census reports the 1899 wheat crop as 661,- 
000,000 bu, against 547,000,000 bu estimated 
by government ctatisticians that year, the 
manufacturers’ division of the census shows 
a consumption of 675,000,000 bu, or 14,000,000 
bu more than the yield.” 

The cash lard market was helped by the 
sale of 1,000,000 lbs of hams to go to Cali- 
fornia. Swift made the sale, which is said 
to indicate a better demand than has existed 
for some time. 

May wheat sold at a lower price yesterday 
than it has touched since Oct. 4, when it left 
the 72¢c figure behind for over five months.

Cc. J. Cornish, a naturalist, of 
nd, who finds that despite the lack of 
hospitals, trained nurses, medical colleges, 
druggists, ambulances, and the other com- 
gon-appurtenances of medical practice, in- 
validism among the wild beasts of the field 
nevertheless has its own interesting and 
ficacious system of medicine and pharma- 
cepia. And although every patient must 
do his own diagnosing and fill out his pre- 
scriptions, and while in many instances the 
invalid is despised by his fellows, in others 
he has care as tender as any uniformed 
frained nurse of civilized humanity could 
proffer her charges. 

Sir Bawin Landseer. in one of his most 
beautiful paintings of animal life, has de- 
picted the sympathetic attention given a 
fallen and wounded stag by the hinds, whom 

- he termed the “ Highland nurses.” This 
picture is generally supposed. to haye been 
taken from life. In ‘‘As You Like It,’’ how- 

' ever, Shakspeare has feelingly portrayed 
another and common aspect of animal in- 
validism. The heart of Jacques is touched 
at the sight of the wounded deer, who has 
been forsaken by his velvet friends.

A traveler was 
once being driven over the rough ground at 
Oudh when a cheetah, a species of Indian 
wildcat, appeared before the guns, was shot, 
and severely wounded. Instantly another 
came into sight and urged the wounded one 
to follow him, but the wounded companion 
could not move. As soon as the second 
discovered this he pounced upon his hapless 
friend, caught him at his throat, and killed 
him. 

But the monkeys are the m@gst skilled 
tormentors of their suffering fellows. On 
their methods of torture they bring to bear 
all their native brain ingenuity. At the 
Jumma canal at Delhi they live along the 
banks in the trees in a swarming, teeming 
As they are in overcrowded quar- 
ters their surroundings are unhealthy and 


they. become the victims of diffc\ent un+ 


pleasant maladies. Whenever one of them 
is so obviously sick as to offend the feel- 
ings of the others the larger ones gather 
together and watch him, and as soon as 
a propitious moment arrives they toss him 
into. the canal. If he does not drown at 
once but contrives to remount the trees they 


will pitch him in again until he sinks, or 


else maltreat him so that he is obliged to 
keep aloof from all the others. | é.

Monkeys Persecute Invalids. 


Any one visiting the zoos of the large cities 
can study for themselves the methods which 
the monkeys there employ to add to the 
miseries of their weakly companions. The 
little monkeys pinch and bite the ailing ones, 
the big monkeys swing round by their tails, 
and when at last the victims drop over ex- 


hausted or dead just as many lively young 
apes as his body will accommodate promptly 


sit on him. 

This impulse to do violence to the invalids, 
the wounded, and the sick, as Mr. Cornish 
shrewdly explains it, is a survival, or at all 
events. one manifestation of the universal 
struggle for existence. It is the promptings 


of the instinct to promote life and to shun 
death, and is indirectly a means of preserva- 
tion for those who engage in the persecution. 
The same tendency is always to be noticed 
@mong savage peoples, who are utterly bar- 
ren of feeling toward their suffering com- 
rades, and either slaughter them or abandon 
them to their wretchedness. 


Domestication, however, softens and molli- 


fies the impulse to kiil, persecute, or neg- 
lect the sickly. The relief given the struggle 
for existence allows room for sentiment to 
develop. Dogs and cats, in domestic life, be- 
come solicitous of the comfort of those who 
are in suffering, and are impelled to help 
those of quite different species. Every one 
knows about Dickens’ raven of Hungerford 
who brought bones every day to the dog 
with the broken leg, and every one who has 
had a dog of his own knows how sympa- 
thetic are these trusty animals when their 
masters become ill and how quickly they are 
to perceive it. 

But animals in the wild state are known 
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Ly LIESTIAS 


to be quite as sympathetic as others. While 
an elephant train was moving from Luck- 
now to Singapore a lame member of the 
troop knelt down and could not go on; his 
next neighbor immediately back of him 
stepped out of his place at once, and al- 
though he was driven on, he turned back 
and would not budge until he had removed 
some of the load burdening the back of his 
disabled friend. There are similar instances 
among birds. A hawking party came near 
Salisbury Plain, where a fafcon had flown 
at a carrion crow and struck hjm so hard 
that both birds dropped to the ground like 
a parachute. The men galloped up, dis- 
mounted, and were about to get the falcon 
when the mate of the crow suddenly swooped 


down from a great height with such speed 


that his wings whizzed like a rapidly falling 
stone. He dashed upon the falcon with 
such vim that he struck the hrawk from the 
quarry and then flew off, assisting his friend 
in the flight. This crow, who played the 
part of rescuer, not only understood the 


cause of the danger but had the courage 
to overcome his natural dread of \a falcon 
and a party of mounted men. ' 

Other birds fly round their mates when 
they are in pain or alight on the ground 


and assemble about him. Some little swal- 


lows were perched in a row on a gutter, be- 
ing fed by their mother and father, who 
flew by them and gave them good morsels 
one after the other. But the smallest, weak 
little one was always overlooked, until two 
of the older, sturdier ones raised him by 
shuffling themselves underneath his body. 


Hygiene Among Animals. 


Most animals keep pretty well by observing 
faithfully certain rules of hygiene and by 
taking some simple remedies something like 
those the old-fashioned type of grandmother 
always prescribed. Only the sanction of 
religion, says Mr. Cornish, or the highest 
civilization can compel man to conform to 
the same healthful regimen. He compares 


\ 
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the life of animals to the splendid tribes of 
Somalis, the Mussu!mans, who subsist al- 
most solely upon grains, milk, dates, and 
water, all taken with temperance, and who 
live largely in the open. 

The three bulwarks of health wherewith 
most animals fortify themselves are their 
diet, their toilet, and their digestive aids, 
while many add to this the yearly change 


of climaf®, which is quite as helpful to the 


birds of the air, the beasts of the field, and 
the fish of the sea as to any mountain and 
seashore frequenting summer girls. 

Nearly al] animals are particular about 
their daily bath, even although they cannot 
take it in a porcelain-lined tub, with hotand 
cold water at their order. The wild boar, 
the elephant, and the water buffalo are 
among the mud bathers. Others prefer the 
water, but each and all areas dainty in their 
own individual way as is the pretty, purring 
pussy with her interminable ablutions and 
fastidious prinkings. The elephant, for ex- 
ample, uses his trunk as a syringe, asponge, 
and a powder puff. After his bath he always 
dusts, sprinkles himself daintily with duct, 
and when he is wounded gives the irjurcd 


part a heavy coating of dust. Orscmciimes. 


he will plaster his wounds with mud or with 
grass leaves, first blowings@ust upon the 
surface. One elephant fniffed 
wound with a pellet of mud. 
Drug stores, with mortar and pestle aloft 
in golden glory, are not to be seen in animal 
cities, and were the animals as dependent 


' upon mysterious boxes of powders and pills 


and the advices of their chemists as are 
the generality of mankind, they would be in 
sorry plights indeed whenever their physical 
machinery wentastray. However, they each 
have their own little medical lore con- 
veniently stamped upon their sagacious, 
small minds, and they know how to com- 
pound their own patent medicines and di- 


gestive tablets and “ frog in the throats ” 
without paying big bills to a pharmacist. 


Use Salt for Digestion. 

Salt is a favorite remedy as a substitute 
for a digestive tablet with the herbivorous 
animals. In America and India certain salt. 
needing animals make long, weary pilgrim- 
ages in search of the pet sedative, coming in 
troops to places where the earth is impreg- 
nated with salt. The hunters know this éo 
well that: when they are on the chase after 
deer they gather at night about the “ salt 
licks,"” where they can rely upon their vice 
tims.coming for their pinch of the saline 
dainty. . 

Once a tea planter of Assam, who had come 
to a salt-yielding hillside for this purpose, 
met with disaster at the hands of an ele 
phant. She hal come with her young baby 
to get the salt; but scented the enemy, and,

The giant tree tract, studded with its distinctive 
product of California soil, is to be claimed by the De- 
partment of Public Lands, and forests thAt have made 
the State famous are to be protected. The Secretary 
of the Interior has been authorized to purchase the 
tract and $200,000 has beén set aside for this purpose. 
If commercial interests. should cling with tenacity 
to the productive: giant redwoods condemnation pro- 
ceedings will be resorted to. By this action it is be- 
Heved the only practicable safeguard has been thrown 
about the majestic trees of the Pacific coast. 

The belt which Congress aims to protect and save 
to posterity extends over about ten miles of territory 
located in counties‘north of San’ Francisco Bay. Time 
was when this tract and others adjoining it presented 
some of the grandest pictures of nature's painting. 
The ground was covered with patches of giant red- 
wood trees which grew so close together that tMeir 
foliage formed an almost impenetrable canopy. 
some places their trunks were so closely crowded to- 
gether that passage in any direction in a straight line 
was impossible and the eye could not penetrate more

with an invisible incense. The redwood forests of Cali- @esembles red cedar, is admirably adapted to building 
fornia were correctly regarded as the most majestic 
in the world. They stood apart by themselves, fed 
upon the Pacific sea fogs, and flourished until their 
trunks grew to enormous proportions and their tufted fornia timbers of the most commercial value: The 
tops shot hundreds of feet into the air. They were — 
truly the kings of the forest, and their title seemed 
destined to live on for several more centuries without . 
any protective intervention. 

But in addition to taeir beauty and stateliness the 
redwoods possess other qualities which have brought 
the dawn of their passing away. The majesty of 
nature has been made subservient to commercial value, 
and it is this faet that has produced conditions de- 
-manding government action to prote¢t the giant trees. 
Magnificent specimens which a count of rings shows 
have stood for 1,300 years or more have fallen by hun- 
dreds and thousands and gradually vast tracts which 
only a few years ago were primeva] forests are now 
entirely denuded and nothing remains to suggest their 
past majesty save great blackened stumps, which tell 
a really pathetic story of the former might of the

HE students of dur unrivaled correspondence school 
will this week be told how to fit themselves to be 
editors. It is generally believed that all anybody has 
to do in order to be an editor is to walk into the office 
where he nas been given the ‘job and put his feet on 
the table and-anathematize the office devil.
